NOTES ON AFRICAN VIOLETS 
Aller several years of remarkable 
public interest in its culture the 
African violet (Saintpaulia) forges 
ahead as the most popular of all in­ 
door flowering plants. Along with 
this dominance in favor have come 
several changes in cultural methods, 
or rather, experience under a wide 
range of conditions is separating 
the wheat from the chaff of theories 
about how to handle this immigrant- 
for best results. On this basis the 
following suggestions are offered: 
If a well balanced, porous soil 
j mixture is used, little or no at ten- 
I lion is needed in subsequent feed- 
| ing. Apparently failures with fiaint- 
; paulias predominately arise from 
j temperatures, 
humidity, 
watering 
i methods and other cultural practices 
rather than from feeding. 
Refusal to bloom occasionally per­ 
plexes growers who have had little 
experience with this plant. A reader 
suggested last winter that one or 
two waterings from the surface will 
sometimes shock the plant from this 
condition. In fact, one of the most 
successful growers the editor knows 
waters her African violets from the 
surface about every third watering. 
The evils of surface watering per­ 
haps result from excessive wetting 
of the crown and leaves. If this is 
avoided, surface watering may not 
be unwise once or twice a month. 
Logically, continual watering from 
the bottom draws the roots toward 
the bottom of the pot and thereby 
denies them the benefits of feeding 
on nutrients in the better aerated 
.oil toward the surface. 
After answering hundreds of ques­ 
tions about this plant the editor is 
convinced that many failures are the 
penalties for using cold or cool 
water. Checking on practices of the 
most successful growers indicates 
that 
they 
invariably 
use 
water 
slightly above room temperature. 
Especially is this advisable when 
plants are watered from the bottom. 
In su rfa c e watering water at room 
temperature should prove satisfac­

New York. Dec. 31 <*1—Tallulah 
Bankhead is a happy woman today 
because she wa* “exonerated” by 
a Jury which shunned lurid de­ 
fense testimony against her and 
convicted her former maid-secretary’ 
on check-raising charges. 
After an all-male jury on Friday 
found the defendant, Mrs. Evyleen 
Cronin, guilty on each of three 
counts of second degree larceny, the 
husky-voiced 
actress 
said: 
“The 
most wonderful thing to come out 
of the trial is that I was exonerated 
by the Jury—bless their hearts.” 
And she added: **I was exonerated 
long before the verdict, judging 
from the marvelous letters I re­ 
ceived.”

There­ 
fore, unless faded blooms are re­ 
moved every day or two the plant 
will have attained Its natural func­ 
tion and will there and then cease 
to bloom. To keep a plant blooming 
over a long season, growers should 
pick off the flowers as soon as they 
lose their full freshness. 
If leaves which rest directly on the 
rims of clay pots are injured, cover 
the edge of the pot with aluminum 
foil or any other material that will 
prevent the leaves being injured by 
the salts in the pot clay. 
Cold window glass will cause leaves 
to turn water-logged and die, Do 
not let them rest against the glass. 
Keep fumes from gas stoves at a 
minimum.
